With the assist­ 
an ce of the employes Mr. Siber re­ 
m oved the corpse an d placed it up ­ 
on the groun d . 
F urth er in vestigation revealed the 
fact that there was an other bod y in 
the car n ear the d oor on the south 
sid e. 
Both bod ies were placed on 
a car d oor an d taken to the place 
where they were first seen by the re­ 
porter. 
Gen eral Agen t Fawkes was im ­ 
m ed iately n otified , an d he, in turn , 
sum m on ed C oron er Clayton , who 
was easily foun d , an d upon his a r ­ 
rival on the scen e took charge of 
the bod ies. 
U n d e rta ken Curts was 
then sen t for ami upon his arrival 
the remain s were rem oved to his 
establishmen t, 
corn er I'ouvth an d 
Broad way. 
In the car^a small pen kn ife an d a 
piece of a can d le were foun d . 
The 
car had been load ed at Den ison , 
Texas, 
bearin g the seal of a car 
sealer of that city. 
T he car had 
been broken open before it reached 
Sed alia, an d on e of the d oors was 
sealed by the car sealer at Sed alia. 
A quan tity of m atches an d tobacco 
were foun d in the car. 
T here are several theories 
a d ­ 
van ced , but the on e that is gen eral­ 
ly accepted is that the men were 
suffocated from the smoke e m a n a t­ 
in g from the burn in g cotton . 
H ad 
the car n ot have been a refrigerator, 
the 
probabilities 
are 
that 
they 
would have been able to break out 
an d be alive to-d ay. 
On the n eck 
of on e m an was foun d a gash which 
is thought to have been in flicted by 
the d eceased in an effort to com m it 
suicid e to avoid the tortures of suf­ 
focation . 
Of course this is a m a t­ 
ter of con jecture. 
After 
exam in in g the marks on 
the cars, the railroad men are of the 
opin ion that the m en broke the seal 
an d en tered the car between C lin ­ 
ton an d Sed alia, as the d oor was 
resealed at the latter city sometime 
d urin g Frid ay aftern oon or n ight, 
little

R um ors of all kin d s were in c ir­ 
culation regard in g the m atter, on e 
of which was to the effect that the 
m en had been m urd ered an d placed 
in the car.

A N E f r e O N S T l T V T I O X , 
The demand for a new constitu­ 
tion for Missouri will be presented 
to the general assembly this winter, 
and there is every reason to believe 
that a proposition calling a consti­ 
tutional convention will be 
sub­ 
mitted to the people. 
In addition to the reasons hereto­ 
fore urged in these colums why 
such a convention should be called, 
an article in the 
Bru n swickcry ap­ 
pearing in May last, gives another 
instance in which one fundamental 
law should be amended. 
The constitution of 18 65 con­ 
tained a clause which authorized 
legislation 
empowering a circuit 
judge to certify criminal cases to 
another county than that in which 
the crime was committed, provided 
the judge had good reason to be­ 
lieve that the accused and their 
friends and sympathizers were pow­ 
erful enough 
in 
the commuhity 
where they lived, to create puiblic 
opinion adverse to the finding of 
indictments or the punishment of 
the guilty parties. 
For instance, in cases like those 
which occurred in Taney county a 
tew months ago where juries were 
overawed, bribed or bulldozed into 
refusing to indict persons guilty of 
the gravest crimes, the circuit judge 
“ could certify the 
case to 
some 
county where an impartial examina­ 
tion would be held. 
The revised statutes of 18 7 9 con­ 
tained a provision to this effect, but 
as the constitution of 18 7 5 did not 
contain the clause 
found 
in the 
constitution of 18 65— and on which 
the statute was based— the supreme 
court was compelletl to declare the 
statute unconstitutional. 
Such cases are cited where per­ 
sons guilty of murder and other 
grave crimes have escaped punish­ 
ment because they and their friends 
were powerful enough 
to prevent 
conviction in 
the locality 
where 
they lived, 
and there was no law 
authorizing the judge to send the 
matter to another county. 
This is a feature of the present 
constitution that has received little 
attention, but it is one which should 
be amended in the interest of peace, 
good order and the suppression of 
crime.
